Therefore let it be resolved, that Article 10, Section 5.3, of the by-laws be amended to 
state: 


5.3.1 Applicant must have served on Argus staff at least one semester prior to 
selection. 

5.3.2 Item 5.3.1 may be waived if the applicant has served in a position 

in which jobs, similar to those that will be expected of the Argus editor, were 
performed. 

5.3.3 Applicant must have completed at least six hours in English with a 2.5 
average, as determined by the registrar. 

Therefore let it be further resolved, that Article X, Section 5.1, from 5.1.1 be amended to 
state: 


5.1.1 Be a full-time undergraduate or graduate student at Northwestern State 
University at the time of application, and be enrolled as a full-time student 
throughout his/her term. 

Therefore let it be even further resolved, that upon senate approval this matter be passed 
through the proper channels at an expedient rate so that it may be placed on the ballot for 
the Fall 2002 election. Pursuant to Article IX, Section 1.0, of the constitution upon 
receiving a favorable vote of two-thirds, these new changes will go into affect 
immediately.

Whereas, the computers in the SGA office are for SGA use only and are constantly 
misused by SGA members and used by non-SGA affiliated students, and 

Whereas, such misconduct results in external abuses and internal hindrances to the 
computers themselves and often prevents SGA work and research from being conducted, 
and 

Whereas, it is important to enforce rules to preserve the computer privileges granted to 
the senate, preventing the computers from being removed from our office, to maintain 
high-quality properly functioning computers, and to preserve the opportunity for senators 
to aid the students at any possible time, and 

Whereas, guidelines to govern the use of the SGA technology need to be established to 
ensure the prevention of misuse and to guide the elected or appointed members of the 
SGA in the proper use of the technology said members are privileged to use. 

Therefore let it be resolved that, the following be added to the By-laws under Article 
XIV. 

Article XIV - Technology Use 
Section 1.0 Computer Lab Rules 

1.1 No file-sharing programs will be used on any computers in the SGA office. 

1.2 No illegal software can knowingly be installed on any computers. 

1.3 If you do listen to or view any form of media files that is already on the computer you 
must listen to or view said file at a reasonable volume; no new media files will be 
allowed to be downloaded; however, you may bring media files from an outside 
source (such as a Zip Disk or a CD-Rom), just as long as it is not uploaded/saved 

onto any SGA computer. 

1.4 The aforementioned items are found in the Northwestern State University Policies 
and Guidelines of Computer Use. These items and the entire document Will be 
observed while working on a computer in the SGA office. 

1.5 The Student Technology Advisory Team funded the computer lab for the Student 
Government, thus the lab is to be used by elected or appointed members of the 
SGA only. 

1.5.1 This group of people are required to log onto the computers upon initiating 




their computer session and to log off upon completing their computer session 
using the official password which is to be set and maintained by the Speaker of 
the Senate. 

1.5.1.1 The official password is to be changed at the beginning of each fall 
semester. 

Section 2.0 Digital Camera Rules 

2.1 The digital camera is for Student Government elected or appointed members’ use 
only. 

2.2 The camera can only be used for SGA purposes and under no circumstances can the 
camera be used for a class assignment, leisure purposes, and any other purposes that does 
not directly benefit the SGA. 

2.3 If an elected or appointed SGA member wishes to check out the digital camera, he or 
she must complete a check out form providing the following information 

2.3.1 Date of Use 

2.3.2 Time of Check Out 

2.3.3 Time of Check In 

2.3.4 What event the item is being used for 

2.3.5 One signature of an SGA executive. 

2.4 The camera can only be checked out for a period no greater than three hours unless 
one executive officers of the SGA give special permission and also indicates so on the 
check out form. 

2.5 The camera must remain in the SGA President’s office when not in use. 

2.6 The SGA elected or appointed member that checks out the camera is financially 
responsible for any damage that may occur to the camera while under his/her care. 

Section 3.0 Scanner Use Guidelines 

3.1 The scanner is for Student Government elected or appointed members only. 

3.2 The scanner can only be used for SGA purposes. 

3.3 The scanner must remain in the Vice-President of the SGA’s office at all times. 

3.4 If an elected or appointed SGA member wishes to check use the scanner, he or she 
must receive approval from the Vice-President of the SGA in writing. 

3.4.1 The person using the scanner must be able to present the written permission 
from the Vice-President upon request from anyone. 

Section 4.0 Consequences 

4.1 Any elected or appointed member found to be in violation of these guidelines will 
receive one warning from the Speaker of the Senate, on the second violation the senator 
will be put on administrative evaluation by the SGA Vice-President, the third infraction 
will result in the Senator being up for removal in the next official Senate Meeting. 

4.1.1 In cases of extreme violation of any item in Article XIV the Presidential 
Cabinet will be convened to make a recommendation to the senate of what 
penalties should be inflicted on the guilty party. 

4.1.1.1 A recommendation of removal from the cabinet is a permissible 
penalty. 

4.1.1.2 No recommendation can be made without at least six members of 
the Cabinet present. 

4.1.1.3 All recommendations must receive a simple majority approval of 
the entire cabinet. 


4.1.1.4 The SGA President will only vote to break a tie. 

Therefore let it be further resolved, that the password to the computers in the SGA office 
be modified as stated in Article XIV, section 1.5.1.

Therefore let it be resolved that the policy regarding organizations receiving student self assessed 
fees shall be that RSO status must be maintained in order to receive any type of student funded 
financial assistance. 

Therefore let it be further resolved that if a situation such as this one presents itself, the SGA 
Fiscal Affairs Department shall make a recommendation to the Student Senate as to whether a 
referendum or a relocation shall occur.
